WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Return- 
ing to his “adopted” state for the 
first time since assuming the robes of 
his present exalted position, Presi- 
deht Roosevelt left Washington to- 
night for a visit to Georgia that will 
take him first to Savannah and later 
to his favorite Warm Springs retreat 
where he will remain over the Thanks- 
giving holidays. 

Accompanied by members of his 
family and official staff, together with 
some 50 newspaper correspondents, 


secret service operatives, camera and 
sound men, the president is scheduled 
to arrive in Savannah tomorrow morn- 
ing at 9:30 o'clock. He will remain 
in the port city long enough to de- 
liver a brief address «and participate 
in the celebration of the Georgia bi- 
centennial commission, of which he is 
honorary president, then depart for 
Warm Springs at 11 a. m. 
, Role Is Changed. 
* When the president arrives at Warm 
Springs tomorrow fight he will ap- 
-~ jn a different role from that 
in which his friends and neighbors 
of the small Georgia village have here- 
tofore regarded him. Before, he was 
variously a private citizen, the gover- 
nor of New York or the president- 
elect. He now returns as chief execu- 
tive of the nation. By virtue of his 
office, the center of government will 
be removed to Georgia with him, and 
Warm Springs, for a time, at least, 
will be the defacto capital of the 
country. His schedule calls for ar- 
rival there at 6:45 p. m. Saturday. 
Mrs. Roosevelt did not accompany 
her oe husband on the pres- 
ent trip, but is expected to join him 
in time for Thanksgiving. The only 
member of the family to go along was 
Mrs. James Roosevelt, wife of the 
reident’s son living in Boston.

A presidential salute 
of 21 guns will be fired by the Chat- 
ham Artillery at the Union station and 
the chief executive will be met by a 
few official representatives who will 
escort him to an astomobile for the

The Georgia Hussars, commanded b 
Captain A. Lester Henderson, will 
serve as a military. escort to the presi- 
dent’s car.

| WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—P/)— 
At the instruction of President Roose- 
velt, NRA tonight: notified the Amer- 
ican Iron and Steel Institute that its 
request for a _ six-month extension 
of its code, without change, -was ap- 
’ proved. 

The extension request was taken 
to the chief executive earlier in the 
day, together with a resolution in 
which the steel men recorded “gen- 
eral satisfaction” with the code, and 
a report for the past three months 
showing that pay rolls had increased 
under the code despite a decline in 
business. 

The code had been adopted for a 
three-month trial period, expiring next 
Sunday. Granting extension, Hugh 
S. Johnson telegraphed the steel men: 

“The president expressed his grati- 
fication with the operation of the code 
and with the resulting large increase 
in the number of employes and in 
wage payments despite reduction in 
operations in this industry; and his 
willingness to extend operation of the 
cole as requested.” |

made clear that he regarded the steel 
men’s satisfaction with the code as) 
important. . The White House also 
reported that the chief executive had 
received informal expressions of Ap- 
proval front the textile, lumber 
other -major industries which 
working under codes. . : 
+ NRA was particularly pleased at 
the steel action, since it answered re- 
cently published reports that steel and 
automobiles, the two principal indus- 
tries with short-term codes, would 
probably not renew the compacts. The 
automobile industry, whose code ex- 
pires December 31, is expected by offi- 
cials to ask extension likewise. 

The steel action was regarded as 
specially significant because in one 
steel mill and all steel-owned coal 
mines the existence of codes have com- 
pelled the industry to let workers vote 
on whether they want unionization, 
the one thing steel men had openly 
announced they would fight as hard 
as possible. : 

The automobile code runs to De- 
cember 31. Some of the codes, how-

/ance after that date if permitted,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—(UP) 
The United States today restored dip- 
lomatic relations with the soviet union 
and laid the basis for friendship and 
commerce between the two great pow- 
ers. 

President Roosevelt, after 10 days 
of strenuous negotiations with Foreign 
Commissar Maxi Litvinoff announced 
the resumption of relations and his in- 
tention to appoint William C. Bullitt, 
of Philadelphia, as the first Ameri- 
can ambassador to Moscow. 

Relations were renewed by eight ex- 
changes of letters or memoranda, in 


which virtually all of the points for 
which America’ has. contended were 
granted. . The soviet state agrees to 
restrain communist propaganda and 
permit Americans in Russia to wor- 
ship as ney. :

Important concessions to America 
were made by Litvinoff in bargain- 
ing for recognition, some of th 
never granted to any other nation. 
Most important was that restrainin 
communist propaganda in the Unit 
States not only by the soviet govern- 
ment, but impliedly by the third in- 
ternationale, should it receive finane 
cial support from the soviet state.

In a memorandum, Litvinoff agreed 
that the soviet union would “refrain 
and restrain all persons in the gov- 
ernment service or under its direct 
or indirect control, including organ- 
izations in receipt of financial  as- 
sistance from .it, from any act” lead- 
ing to intervention or to the use of

Not all questions between the two 


states have been settled. Litvinoff 
plans to remain here for several days

But recognition, for which the so-

Under the constitution, the 
president can take this step without 
consulting congress.

Texan Named Head of 
Southern Medical Asso- 
ciation at Ricnmond. 


RICHMOND, Va., Nov. 17.—(#)— 
Physicians of the south todev called 
for a national investigation of the 
nutritional values of foodstuffs pro- 
duced in various sections of the coun- 
try as an aid to combatting dietary 
ailments such as goitre, pellagra and 
certain forms of cataract. 

Their action was taken at the con- 
cluding session of the annual conven- 
tion of the Southern Medical Associa- 
tion, which adjourned after electing 
Dr. H. Leslie Moore, of Dallas, Tex- 
as, president and selecting San An- 
tonio, Texas, as next year’s meeting 
place. 

Other officers chosen were: Dr. 
Fred M. Hodges, Richmond, first vice 
president; Dr. Thomas A. Grover, 
Washington, second vice president, 
and Dr. Seale Harris, Birmingham, 
Ala., chairman of the board of trus- 
tees. Dr. Frank K. Boland, Atlanta, 
Ga., was made chairman of the as- 
sociation’s council. 

The food research resolution, intro- 
duced by Dr. William Weston, of Co- 
lumbia, director of the South Caro- 
lina food research laborafory, called 
attention to the importance now at- 
tached to nutritional deficiency as a 
cause of certain ailments and the in- 
adequacy of food studies made only 
locally or in isolated sections of the 
country. 

It stated that “it is known that in 
certain localities under certain cir- 
cumstances, the chemical elements of 
common foods such as milk, fruits, 
vegetables and cereals, show marked 
differences in value, while it is known 
in other localities certain vegetables 
absorb poisonous substances’ which 
render them of doubtful food value.” 

The federal government was called 
upon to co-operate with clinics and 
educational institutions in making a 
nation-wide food study and co-opera- 
tion of the Southern Medical Associa- 
tion to this end was pledged. 
‘' In addition to the closing general 
business sessions today sectional 
meetings were held by several groups 
within the association.

ROOSEVELT PRAISED 
IN BAPTISTS’ REPORT 


President Franklin D. Roosevelt’s 
national recovery program in agri- 
culture and industry was given high 
praise by the social service commis- 
sion of. the Georgia Baptist conven- 
tion in its report at the August meet- 


ing of the convention which ended. 


Wednesday. 

W. W. Gaines, Atlanta attorney, 
who is chairman of the commission, 
and the Rev. W. Lee Cutts, of At- 
lanta, and Broadus E. Johes, of Ce- 
dartown,. prepared the report of a 
study of conditions in the state and 
south. 

Their statement on the economic 
situation follows: 

“We give cordial praise to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s national recovery 
program, both as it affects agriculture 
and industry. 

“In both of these instances his pro- 
gram is based upon the idea of a fairer 
aud wider distribution of the income 
and wealth of the veople. 

“In the case of agriouiture it means 
that the farmer is entitled to the cost 
of production and to a _ reasonable 
profit in addition. 

“In the case of industry it means 
that the worker is entitled to a living, 
comfortable wage, representing a larg- 
er share in the product of his work; 
that the stockholder is entitled to a 
reasonable but not abnormal share 
in the profits of the company, based 
on his holdings. It means’ shorter 
hours of work. It means the elimina- 
tion of child labor, thus removing 
the competition of children, with their 
lower wages, with adults in business. 

Child Labor Abolished. 

“Never in so .uort a time has so 
much been done in the interest of so- 
cial justice as has been done by the 
present national administration in the 
short time it has been in office.

GREENSBORO, N. C., Nov. 17.— 
(?)—A resolution calling upon federal 
highway officials to designate an east- 
ern park-to-park highway system, con- 
necting Gettysburg National park in 
Pennsylvania, Shenandoah National 
xark in Virginia, the Great Smokies 
National park in North Carolina and 
Tennessee, Pisgah National forest, 
Kings Mountain National park, Guil- 
ford Battle Ground National park 
and thence northward by Federa! 
Highway No. 29 to Washington, D. 
C.. was adopted by the Piedmont 
Highway Association at itS annual 
meeting here today. 

Many sections of the south were 
represented at the meeting, including 
highway officials and several men 
from Atlanta, Washington and other 
important cities. C. G, Holland, of 
Danville, Va., president of the asso- 
ciation, presided, 

During the business session in the 
afternoon, Mr. Holland was re-elected 
president, with vice presidents named 
to represent the various states as fol- 


ederal government is appropriating 
hundreds of millions in direct relief, 
and the states and cities of the na- 
tion are gratefully receiving it.

TVA Asked To Institute 
Broad Recreational, Con- 
servation Program. 


Resolutions urging adoption of a 
wild life conservation and r: reational 
program by the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, and recommending that the 
civilian conservation corps be author- 
-ized to perform the same general kinds 
of worth-while conservation work in 
quasi-public demonstration forests 
owned and permanently maintained by 
education and eleemosynary institu- 
tions as is already authorized for na- 
tional and state forests, were adopted 
Friday by the southeastern council 
at its conference at the Biltmore ho- 
tel. | 

The council also adopted resolutions 
aimed at development to the fullest 


southeast, urging that southern states 
pass laws permitting the acquisition 
of tax-reverted and forest lands to 
be decided for use as state forests, 
and recommended that the govern- 
ment renew its program for purchase 
of lands for inclusion in eastern na- 
tional forests. 

Other actions of the council includ- 
ed indorsement of the idea presented 
in the Copeland bill providing for the 
expanding, supplementing and 
strengthening of the federal food and 


drug act, and adoption of a statement | 


of policy on interracial relations urg- 
ing that “needs and interests of our 
colored people be given careful atten- 
tion and consideration in the economic 
planning of the south,” and that “just 
and equitable treatment of our colored 
people be given in all business trans- 
actions and legal processes.” 

Ih its interracial report, the coun- 
cil urged “upon our white people the 
cultivation of co-operative relations 
with our. colored people as the. best 
safeguard against the dissemination of 
racial policies and conceptions of so- 
cial organizations incompatable with 
our ideals and institutions.” 

The report on emergency conserva- 
tion work recommended that “to ob- 
tain even greater results in the up- 
building of the enrollment in the C, 
C. C. a uniform educational program 
be organized within the corps.” The 
report commended the president for 
his resourcefulness, initiative and 
courage in inaugurating this original 
and constructive relief program, 

Resolutions petitioning congress to 
authorize free coinage of silver and 
to inflate the currency still further 
by issuing new money were adopted 
by the southeastern council in session 
at the Biltmore hotel Friday after- 
noon. The resolutions were submitted 
by Mrs. Max BE, Land, of Atlanta, 
and had the indorsement of a group 
of Atlanta women who met at the 
call of Mrs.. Eugene Talmadge, wife 
of the governor. 

“It is well known,” said the wom- 
en’s resolutions, “that if the people 
of the cotton states had sufficient 
currency with which to purchase 
enough cotton goods in order to be 
comfortable and to give the homes the 
necessary cotton goods for proper 
existence, 
would immediately be doubled, if not 
trebled.”’ 

“The surest way to lift the pall 
of debt and depression,” said the 
women, “and to speedily rehabilitate 
the whole country is through a stabi- 
lization of the currency made possible 
by a balance of the metals.” 

A committee of the council that 
studied the effect of the NRA on in- 
dustry, mining and agriculture in the 
south recommended that local NRA

‘Mrs. Gaines’ Accuser 


Admits Faking Story 


SPOKANE, Wash., Nov. 17.—(®) 
The supposed suicide attempt of a 
man that led to the arrest of Mrs. 
Lily Banks Gaines on a charge of 
murdering her husband, Dr. James I. 
Gaines, was disclosed as a fake in su- 
perior court today. 

Willis B. Garrett, 46-year-old rail- 
road man, admitted under cross-exam- 
ination in Mrs. Gaines’ trial that his 
story of attempting to take his own 
life by gas because of worry over the 
Gaines’ case was not true. . 

At the time, after Emergency hos- 
pital stewards apparently brought him 
back to consciousness, he said Mrs, 
Gairies had offered: him $5,000 to 


knock Dr. Gaines, a well-to-do sports- 
man and sanipractor, in the head, 
and that she “would do the rest.” 

Edward ‘W. Robertson, Mrs. Gaines’ 
chief counsel, had elicited from Gar- 
rett testimony that the supposed at- 
tempted suicide occurred after police 
had offered a $500 reward for infor- 
mation that would lead to the arrest 
and conviction of Gaines’ slayer. He 
then admitted that his deception was 
aimed at forcing his wife to go to po- 
lice headquarters with him and re- 
veal Mrs. Gaines’ alleged offer,

A RADICAL FARM PROGRAM. 

The ultimate development of an 
agricultural program under which 
production would be controlled, 
acre by acre, is foreseen by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace, who 
bases his belief in the necessity for 
such a radical step on the further 
opinion that a large resettlement 
of farm lands must be accomplished 
to bring. back a proper industrial 
balance to the country. : 

In predicting that next year’s 
acreage in all crops will be 30,- 
000,000 to 35,000,000 less than 
this year’s total, Secretary Wal- 
lace holds that agriculture must 
have a national plan under which 
will be determined ‘‘which lands 
are best suited for the com- 
mercial production of the staple 
crops, which had best be put back 
into trees, and which should not be 
used for agriculture at all, but sim- 
ply for places of recreation and 
residence.” 

Because he fears the reduction of 
the money crops, such as cotton, 
wheat and corn, will bring about 
an overproduction in other farm 
products, live stock especially, Sec- 
retary Wallace believes that “com- 
plete control of all agricultural 
acreage is inevitable.” 

The farmer is, in many respects, 
the most independent element of 
America’s population, and, even 
should such a radical program be 
decided upon, its application would 
be a herculean task. 

The chief argument in favor of 
the plan is the fact that the farmer 
has demonstrated so clearly that he 
is unable or unwilling to work out 
his own salvation. Every effort at 
effective co-operation through or- 
ganization has failed and individ- 
ually the farmer has shown, almost 
without exception, no ability to 
operate in reasonable consideration 
of prevailing agricultural condi- 
tions. 

Undoubtedly if the farmers of 
America could be marshaled into 
One great productive army, each 
with his own carefully allotted duty 
to perform, rural prosperity could 
be put on a sound and lasting 
plane. But, the question is can 
such a program be successfully 
evolved and the necessary 100 per 
cent co-operation of ail of our 
agricultural interests’ secured? 


THE LUMBER MEN’S EXAMPLE. 

Washington reports give high 
rank for preparedness and achieve- 
ment in putting into effect its re- 
covery program code to the South- 
ern Pine Association, a strictly 
southern institution, maintained, 
directed and staffed entirely by 
southern people. 

This important industry . thus 
Joins with the textile industry, also 
predominantly southern, in setting 
a fine example to the balance of 
the country in wholehearted co- 


operation with the recovery efforts [ 


of the federal government. 

The Southern Pine Association, 
which is the official administration 
agency of the lumber code author- 
ity in this section, embraces 17 
states, in which there are located 
more than 5,000 sawmills. « De- 
spite the fact that many of these 
mills are in relatively isolated loca- 
tions, with difficult communication 
and transportation facilities, the 
association has been able to bring 
about uniform compliance with the 
code’s requirements respecting min- 
imum wages, maximum hours of 
labor, production allotments, mini- 
mum Selling prices and trade prac- 
tices. 

This successful cu-operation was 
possible because the industry had 
organized its machinery for code 
enforcement even before the lum- 
ber code had been signed by the 
president, and.administrative work 
was well under way before the code 
became effective. 

The result is that within less than 
a month the industry was able to 
report 100 per cent acceptance of

MORE ABOUT THE SEADROMES. 

Further details of the plans and 
construction of the proposed sea- 
dromes for the building of which 
the United States government is be- 
ing asked to grant a $30,000,000 
loan to a trans-Atlantic air. trans- 
portation company have been made 
public in Washington. | , 

Five of these huge seadromes are 
planned, which, with the Azores, 
would make a total of some seven 
hops of from 350 to 400 miles in 
the crossing between America and 
Europe. - The airdromes will be 
steel and iron open-work struc- 
ture, with the landing deck 100 
feet above water. 

There will be a hotel below the 
landing deck so that when thé pas- 
sengers alight from the plane they 
can, if they desire, find excellent 
meals, good rooms and baths, and 
they will be able to talk to their 
friends on shore, see a movie, exer- 
cise in 42 gymnasium or go swim- 
ming. 

Between the hotel, which will be 
swung below the landing deck, and 
the ocean will be many féet of 
steel-supporting ‘network, which 
will present but little resistance to 
wind and waves even during the 
most severe storms. The whole 
seadrome will be securely fastened 
to huge 1,500-ton concrete an-*‘ 
chors resting on the bed of the 
ocean. | 

The proponents of the project 
hold that the seadromes will make 
possible a perfectly safe trip, via 
the _ practically always _ filyable 
Azores route, in 30 hours, as 
against the better part of a week 
necessary by steamer and at a fare 
cheaper than the water rates. 

The element of safety would be 
provided by keeping relief planes 
at each seadrome to take the place 
of a plane developing trouble, and, 
in addition, swift seasleds to re- 
move the passengers from a plane 
which should be forced down be- 
tween seadromes. 

Witnesses before the Washing- 
ton hearing testified thatthe total 
project could be constructed for 
less than $35,000,000 and be com- 
pleted within two years’ time, giv- 
ing employment to 10,000 men for 
the period. Experts éxpressed the 
belief that the project would be 
self-liquidating, and predicted an 
annual income from passengers of 
$4,500,000, from mail of $6,000,- 
000 and express of more than 
$100,000. The operating expense 
would amount to less than $2,250,- 
000 and would thus permit an 
amortization of the federal loan in 
from 10 to 15 years,

first seadrome would be located at 
a point some 400 miles off Chesa- 
peake bay and would then stretch 
due east to the Azores.

“Health Talks

THE MICROBES IN DUST. 
Here is a 52-page pamphlet entitled 
‘How to Conserve Public Health.” It 
is a report of an address of a mem- 
ber of the U. S. senate who is a physi- 
cian, interspersed with bright com- 
ments by another medical member of 
the senate and some quaint interpola- 
tions by still a third physician sen- 
ator. 

I quote from the pamphlet: 

“Not only are there microbes of 
ill omen but there are microbes of good 
omen. There are microbes of ill omen, 


such as the tubercular bacilli, which | / 


we inhale daily upon the streets, in 
the homes, in public institutions, and 
were it not for the resistance we have 
built up in our bodies we would all 
develop tuberculosis and sooner or 
later succumb to the disease.” 


All of which is absurd, old-fogy pes- | 


simistic fancy. Any “microbe” that 
causes disease is of “ill omen,” I sup- 
pose. But no one knows of a microbe, 
germ, bacterium or micro-organism of 
“good omen,” unless one chooses to 


regard ‘anything that does one no par: 


ticular harm in that light. 

The old fossil who got up the pam- 
phlet betrays his lack of knowledge of 
medicine when he expresses the mor- 
bid fancy that we inhale “tubercular” 
bacilli. He might take an evening 
off some time and brush up on ele- 
mentary English, too. He will learn 
that they are called tubercle bacilli, 
that tuberculous is the adjective re- 
ferring to the disease tuberculosis, 
and tubercular does not necessarily 
refer to that disease. 

There is no actual evidence that we 
inhale tubercle bacilli as this erudite 
senate would have us imagine. That 
is ancient almanac lore, 

Nor is there any reason to assume 
that we are infected with tuberculosis 
via germ-laden dust which we inhale. 

To the best of our present knowl- 
edge infection with tuberculosis occurs 
usually «hrough prolonged intimate 
personal contact with a careless or ig- 
norant individual who has the disease 
in active stage, and perhaps in a few 
instances through the drinking of raw 
milk from tuberculous cows. 

It is a curious coincidence that one 
of the eminent senators featured in 
the pamphlet has permitted the use 
of his name in the promotion of the 
budiness of a manufacturer being her- 
alded as authority for the morbid no- 
tion that household dust is a source of 
much illness. This - 
of .course is no more sanitary than 
any other similar device, but probably 
a lot of credylous housewives have 
taken the pamphlet sgriously.

CRISFIELD, Md., Nov. 17.—(4)— 
The Somerset county prosecutor to- 
day denied the request of the Mary- 
land state administration for the im- 
mediate arrest of nine men whom eye- 
witnesses, in sworn affidavits, charged 
with participation in last month’s 
lynching of a negro at Princess Anne, 

If the: men were jailed, said the 

rosecutor, State’s Attorney John B. 
obins, a crowd probably “would 
come and take them away.” 

Robins also declined the request of 
Attorney-General William Preston 
Lane Jr., to hold a public hearing of 
the evidence against the nine men be- 
fore a magistrate. 

“If we did that, there would be lots 
of excitement and “lots of publicity,” 
he declared. 

Jury May Reconvene. 

“The magistrate might feel that he 
should order those men held on a 
charge of murder and they would be 
put in jail without bail. I seriously 
doubt they would stay there.” 

Robins added, however, that he be- 
lieved Lane had evidence sufficient 
to warrant reconvening the grand 
jury and that this would be done at 
the attorney-general’s request. 

Lane today reiterated his statement, 
previously made to Robins, that a 
secret grand jury investigation was 
just what he wanted to avoid. 

“I want this evidence made pub- 
lic,” said the attorney-general. “That 
will put the matter squarely up to 
the Somerset jury with the public 
knowing what evidence it has before 


Awaits Action by Lane. 


Robins said he would make no move 
until he had “further advices” from 


ane. 

Governor Albert C. Ritchie today 
agreed with Lane that a secret grand 
jury hearing “is just what we want 
to avoid.” 

Robins yesterday received from 
Lane a brief of the evidence the at- 
torney-general had collected through 
state policemen and Baltimore detec- 
tives. The evidence and information, 
said Lane, named nine men, giving 
the address and occupation of each, 
and described the part each took when 
the crowd stormed the jail, swept 
aside state policemen and dragged out 
George Armwood, negro accused of an 
attack on an aged white woman. 

“Why, I even drew maps, showing 
where each of the nine was,” said 
Lane today. 

Arrests Requested, 

Lane asked Robins to have the 
men arrested at once and arrange for 
a hearing before a magistrate who 
could order the nine held if the evi- 
dence justified a finding of “probable 
cause. 

“If Lane wants those men arrested, 
let him come down here and arrest 
them,” said Robins today. 

In his letter to the attorney-general, 
however, he said that his difference 
with the attorney-general was as to 
local conditions and procedure rather 
than any difference in desire to press 
the case against the nine men. 

“You are in Baltimore and, I be- 
lieve, do not realize the situation 
here,” he wrote the attorney-general. 
“The swearing out: of warrants and 
the arrest of these parties would, in 
my humble judgment, create a condi- 
tion that might be serious.”

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Nov. 17.— 
(P)—Most of the 400-odd residents of 
Warm Springs turned to today to 
polish things up a bit in preparation 
for the arrival of President Roosevelt. 

There was nothing like an attempt 
at formal decoration, but the town 
that has known him since he was just 
Mr. Roosevelt wanted to look its best 
and tidiest on his first visit as presi- 
dent of the United States tomorrow. 


The “Little White House” at the 
Warm Springs foundation where Mr. 
Roosevelt lives during his vacations 
here was all ready for occupancy. 
When he isn’t using it, Dr. Michael 
Hoke, a surgeon at the foundation. 
lives there and as the Roosevelts ar- 
rive the Hokes move out, turning the 
cottage over fully equipped. 

The civilian d¢onservation corps 
camp across the highway from the 
foundation was spic and span and the 
mess hall was scrubbed and polished 
until it shone, for the members have 
invited the president to dinner No- 
vember 29. He has indicated he will 
accept if nothing interferes. 

Likewise the Roosevelt farm, where 
the president is conducting an experi- 
ment in practical agriculture to show 
how it can be built up, was all ready 
for his arrival. The cattle, a herd 
that has been developed into three- 
quarters pure breed from scrub stock, 
have been brought into the nearer 
fields to be handy for inspection and 
the manager prepared to take Mr. 
Roosevelt around to look things over. 

No formal program of welcome is 


planned for the president on his ar- 
rival here tomorrow. The school chil- 
dren of Warm Springs, a delegation 
from the town’s officialdom, the ci- 
vilian conservation corps, patients at 
the foundation and others who have 
known him as a friend and neighbor 
will turn out to greet Mr. Roosevelt 
tomorrow night but there is to be no 
program of set speech making and 
band playing. 

After a little handshaking, the 
president will be allowed to go at once 
to his cottage at the foundation to 
follow the program of rest for which 
he comes here. 

Only three occasions are planned 
during his stay here. One is the pres- 
entation of Georgia Hall, the $100,000 
administration’ building presented to 
the foundation by the people of Geor- 
gia as a tribute to Mr. Roosevelt. It 
is to be held November 24. 

November 30, Mr. Roosevelt will 
follow his usual custom of dining with 
the patients and official staff of the 
foundation ah , a kind of “family din- 
ner” and anksgiving Day celebra- 
tion. Then December 1 he will meet 
with the trustees of the foundation. 
He may go to Atlanta November 25 or 
December 2 to dedicate the postoffice 
there also. 

While Warm Springs was thrilled 
at the prospect of a visit from the 
president, it also was genuinely glad to 
be welcoming back an old friend, for 
the Roosevelt smile and Mr. Roose- 
velt’s penchant for informal chats with 
folks he meets has endeared him to 
the community.

000,000 debt of the Kerensky govern- 
ment to the United States treasury;.a 
$75,000,000 loan by private bankers 
to the czarist government; and claims 
estimated at $441,000,000 of Ameri- 
can. citizens for preperty confiscated 
by the bolsheviki. 

Two Points Settled. 


Greatest popuiar opposition to so- 
viet recognition in this country - ap- 
pears to have centered on two points: 
1. .Communist propaganda in the 
United States. 2, The attitude -of 
the soviet government toward religion, 
and on these two points Mr. Roosevelt 
asked and received extensive guaran- 
tees. 

The soviet government gave the 
United States the mest extensive 
clear-cut guarantees against propa- 
ganda for forceful overthrow of this 
government that it has ever given any 
nation, It agreed: 


1.:Not to interfere in: any manner 
with the domestic affairs of the Unit- 
ed States or any of its possessions. 

2. Wo restrain everyone in its gov- 
ernment service and all organizations 
under its control or receiving money 
from it from disturbing domestic or- 
der here, inciting armed intervention, 
or spreading propaganda for the force- 
ro overthrow of America’s social sys- 
em. 
3. Not to allow formation of any 
group in soviet territory which claims’ 
to. be the government of the. United 
States; or to “form, subsidize or sup- 
port or permit” on soviet — territory 
any group “having the aim of armed 
struggle against the United States.” 


4. “Not to permit the formation or 
residence on its territory of any or- 
ganization or group—and to prevent 
the activity on its territory of any or- 
ganization or group, or of representa- 
tives. or officials of any organization 
or group—which has as an aim the 
overthrow or the preparation for the 
overthrow of, or the bringing about 
by force of a change in, the political 
or social order of the whole or an 
part of the United States, its terri- 
tories or, possessions.” 

This would appear to mean that the 
soviet government . will not donate 
money to the third internationale— 
the world communist organization— 
or even permit it to function on sevitt 
territory if it has designs to over- 
throw the United States government 
by force. 

Extensive guarantee also were giv- 
en about freedom of religion. Mr. 
Roosevelt in a letter, told Litvinof: 

“We will expect that religious 
groups or congregations composed of 
nationals of the United sStates” in the 
soviet union “will be given the right 
to have their spiritual needs minister- 
ed to by clergymen, priests, rabbis or 
other ecclesiastical functionaries” who 
are. Americans; that they “shall “be 
protected from persecution; and not 
denied entry into the soviet union be- 
cause of their profession. 

In reply, Litvinov quoted copiously 
from soviet laws and regulations giv- 
ing Americans the right to worship 
freely, conduct ceremonies without an- 
noyance, erect and maintain churches, 
collect offerings and impart religious 
instructions.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—(P)— 
With solemn formality, the state dé- 
partment tonight broke relations with 
four men whom ‘it has recognized for 
years as representatives of non-exist- 
ent Russian governments. 

Acting Secretary William Phillips 
wrote Serge Ughet, financial attache 
of the Russian government during the 
brief Kerensky regime, that “the gov- 
ernment of the United States ceases 
to recognize you as Russian financial 
attache.” 

Simultaneously he wired three men, 
all of whom held exequaturs issued 
when Czar Nicholas II still ruled 
Russia, that their consular status “‘is 
considered terminated.” ,

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WASHINGTON, -Nov. 17.—(UP) 
William C. llitt, author, former 
newspaper correspondent a mem- 
ber of an aristocratic Philadelphia 
family, was chosen as the first Amer- 
ican ambassador to soviet Russia to- 
day, 14 — after he first urged the 
United States to recognize the revolu- 
tionary regime. 

His selection by President Roose- 
velt today occasioned no surprise. It 
came as a reward for his tireless ef- 
forts to restore diplomatic relations 
between the two nations since he nade 
a survey of the soviet experiment at 
the request of President Wilson in 
1919. He participated in many of 
the Roosevelt-Litvinoff conferences. 

_ After a thorough investigation, Bul- 
litt took sharp issue 14 years ago with 
foreign experts who predicted the bgl- 
shevik revolution would be short lived. 

“The soviet form of government is 
firmly established,” he wrote - Presi- 
dent Wilson. “ ... Women are ready 
to starve and the young men to die 
for it.” 

Wilson declined to act on Bullitt’s 

recommendation, after long confer- 
ences with David Lloyd George, then 
prime minister of Great Britain. Bul- 
litt has kept up his fight for soviet 
recognition ever since.

Binding of U. S.-Soviet 


Political Friendship Is 


Seen as Curb on Japan. 


MOSCOW, Nov. 17.—(UP)~Unit- 
ed States recognition of soviet Russia 
was hailed joyously throughout this 
country tonight as the greatest diplo- 
matic achievement by Moscow since 
the bolshevik revolution overthrew the 
czars. ‘ 

President Roosevelt’s extension of 
his “new deal” to include recognition 
of the soviet union aroused unlimited 
enthusiasm among the people. Foreign 
Commissar Maxim Litvinoff was 
cheered by thousands in demonstra- 
tions all over the land. 

Nothing in recent soviet history has 
stirred the “man in the street” to 
the extent of these recognition negotia- 
tions in Washington. Despite the 
slight delay, public opinion during the 
past tense week steadfastly held to 
the firm belief that recognition was 
inevitable—else Mr. Roosevelt would 
not have invited Litvinoff te Wash- 
ington. . 

The intense popular interest in the 
Roosevelt-Litvinoff negotiations was 
one of the most remarkable aspects of 
the situation. ) 

No event: in soviet foreign affairs 
for many years has been followed so 
closely. Even the recent strengthen- 
ing of MRussia’s friendship with 
France and Poland—a move much 
closer to home—was overshadowed by 
the daily reports from Washington. 

One reason is that practically every 
Russian, in or out of office, believes 
that soyiet-American friendship will 
act as a pacifying influence in the 
far east, where a Russo-Japanese con- 
flict is feared. 

Without minimizing the economic 
importance of American recognition, 
the press and soviet officials inclined 
to emphasize the political angles. 
They hailed recogntion with undis- 
guised relief as serving to restrain the 
extreme military faction in Japan. 

The break in the 16-year deadlock 
also is hailed as opening a wider 
perspective for soviet-American eco- 
nomic relations, provided Russia may 
find credit terms in the United States 
at least as liberal as in Germany. 

Economic organs ‘emphasized the 
fact that adjustment of relations with 
the United States was urgent because 
the details of the second “five-year 
plan” are now being worked out at 
the Kremlin. The implication is that 
many phases of the plan will be alter- 
ed to give the United States goods a 
larger place in Russia’s foreign trade 
in the next four or five years. 

The officials, it was pointed out, 
will be in a position to count upon 
the advantage of obtaining more ma- 
chinery and raw materials from the 
United States needed to speed up the 
plan for the nation’s further indus- 
trialization. 


BERLIN OFFICIAL CIRCLES 
ARE PLEASED BY NEWS 

BERLIN, Nov. 17.—(/)— Official 
circles here welcomed tonight the news 
of the American recognition of soviet 
Russia as a “big step forward” to- 
ward the economic recovery of the 
world. 

“We are always glad to hear of 
agreements concluded between nations, 
even if Germany is not an imme- 
diate party,” one official said, “be- 
cause they contribute to the creation 
of an atmosphere of goodwill, favor- 
able to the consolidation of world in- 
terests. 

“Nothing but good 
from this agreement.’ 
“GOOD PEACE OMEN” SEEN 

BY FRENCH AUTHORITIES 

PARIS, Nov. 17.—(#)—The Amer- 
ican agreement to resume normal re- 
lations with Russia was seen by the 
French government tonight as a “good 
peace omen.” : 

A spokesman said that “we are in- 
terested in preserving world peace and 
we are pleased with the new relation- 
ship -between Russia and America 
since it will tend to this end.”

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RUSS ENVOY LAUDS

Litvinoff Sees Advance- 
ment for Economics, Cul- 
ture and Peace Efforts. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—(/)—~ 
A mounting opportunity for co-opera- 
tion in “economics, culture and the 
struggle for peace” was seen by 
Maxim Litvinoff tonight in the new 
Russo-American accord. 

The soviet commissar for foreign 
affairs talked- with newsmen for the 
first time since his arrival in Wash- 
ington. He came to the National Press 
Club and, facing a battery of flood 
lights, frankly began: 

“IT am happy today because one of 
the hopes which I have cherished for 
16 years has been realized.” 

With Litvinoff, as he read a pre- 
pared statement and later answered 
questions, was his entire party, ~ in- 
cluding Boris Skvirsky, chief of the 


soviet information bureau and his 
host. He was introduced te 200 as- 
sembled newsmen by Raymond 
Brandt, president of the club. 

_ “I feel sure,” Litvinoff read, look- 
ing up to face his audience, “that the 
many possibilities for economic co-op- 
eration between our two countries will 
be made use of in full.” 

Questions Answered. 

His prepared statement over, the 
soviet Commissar waited for questions. 
There were several queries about prop- 
aganda. One was whether he knew of 
any one in Russia who had carried 
on subversive activities against the 
United States government. 

“I wish you would give me the 
names and addresses of such persona,” 
Litvinoff replied quickly. 

“The United States isn’t concerned 
about the communist party in the 
soviet union,” he said in answer to 
another question, “and the soviet 
union isn’t concerned about the com- 
munist party in the United States.” — 

Litvinoff said in his address: 

“I also feel sure that the action we 
took last night will have the most 
beneficial effect for the cause of peace, 
for the preservation of which both our 
governments will spare no efforts. 

” feel sure that all honest and 
peace-loving people,” -he added, “all 
those who are against any breeding 
of ill-feeling, mistrust, hostilities or 
other anomalies between nations, will 
rejoice in this action.” 

_.. Turned Back in 1918. 

_Litvinoff reminded his listeners that 
his government sent him to Washing- 
ton in 1918, but “I did not reach my 
destination.” He said later the same 
year he telegraphed President Wilson 
in Paris, but “failed again.” 

“Many things might have happened 
and many historical events might 
have taken different shape if we 
could then have entered into relations 
with this country,” he said. 

He added: 

“It is in no such conventional or 
technical sense that we want normal 
relations with this country. We want 
and we are going to work for really 
normal relations, really friendly rela- 
tions, which are bound to arise out of 
the fact that we have had no real 
conflicts in the past and need not ex- 
pect them in the future, that there 
are already points of contact and that 
these will multiply, and that the com- 
mon ground for co-operation in the 
field of economics, culture and the 
struggle for peace will widen.” 

Less Than Half MAour. 

The commissar said the actual ex- 
change of notes restoring relations re- 
quired took even less than the half 
hour he had mentioned, but said there 
were preliminary discussions, on the 
initiative of the United States, “the 
scope of which I could not gauge in 
advance.” 

35 many people have amused 
themselves,” the commissar said, “by 
spreading in this country the wildest 
stories about the soviet union. .... 
I wae not, therefore, greatly surprised 
when your president wished, first of 
all, to get from me the most complete 
information as to the policy of my 
government toward nationals of other 
countries, . . .

FOR SOUTHERN 


GALVESTON, Texas, Noy. 17.— 
(P)—The Southern association adopt- 
ed a revolutionary ‘playing rule to- 
day aimed: at the intentional: base on 
balls when two players are ouf.” — 

The league, which claims to have 
originated the resin bag for pitchers 
and numbers on uniforms for players, 
startled: delegates to the thirty-second 
annual convention of the National 
Baseball Association with the follow- 
ing adoption: | 

“In any inning, after two outs have 
been made, if the pitcher delivers four 
consecutive balls to the ‘platter, the 
batter shall be entitled to first base, 
and any and all base runners occupy- 
ing bases shall be advanced two bases, 
except in the event both second base 
and third base are occupied. The run- 
ner on third base shall score and the 
runner on second base shall advance 
to third base.” 

The rule was suggested by Pat 
Linnehan, baseball fan and jeweler, 
at Birmingham, Ala, Spencer Abbott, 
new manager at Atlanta, said the rule 
merely was anh experiment. 

“We are trying to eliminate the in- 
tentional base on balls to a good hit- 
ter in the pinches,” Abbott said. “By 
doing that, we think we can increase 
the popularity of baseball. 

“Most every minor league has one 
or two dangerous hitters, men who 
are almost idolized by the fans. Spec- 
tators come out to see these men drive 
én runs. When they get up with men 
on bases- and the’ pitcher won’t let 
them hit at the ball, the fans are dis- 


. gusted. 


Abbott pointed out that the league 
could abolish the rule if it did not 


te|come up to expectations. He explained 
r| that there would be no way to curb 


intentional passes unless the rule ap- 


ti plied as well to unintentional passes 


on straight balls, since there would 
be no way of determining whether the 
pitcher intended to give the batter a 
free trip to first base.

However, speculative 
quarters appeared to be viewing sta- 
bilization possibilities with more at- 
tentiveness, This was especially evi- 
dent in the exchange market where 
dollar repurchases proved expensive to 
operators who sought to cover, Noth- 
ing official was heard as to whether 
the government had acted sot hoe stop- 
ping departure of funds .from this 
country, but it was thought likely 
that some restraining word had gone 
out, 

Sterling Slumps. 

Sterling, after rising 5 cents to 
$5.31, slumped sharply, while the 
French frane underwent a contraction 
that carried the dollar’s gold value 
above the indicated RFC level for the 
first time in several days. ‘Trading 
in exchanges was lighter. 

Russian recognition was announced 
at Washington after the markets here 
had closed. Wall Street had had lit- 
tle doubt as to the final issue of the 
Roosevelt-Litvinoff conversations and 
the apparent imminence of the final 
word seemed to have had scant in- 
fluence on the course of trading. A 
few of the so-called Russian trade 
stocks were in demand at intervals. 

The share market,’*as a whole, was 
down moderately. Nevertheless, min- 
ing issues took a substantial tumble, 
which suggested trading sentiment had 
against “gone conservative.” Fur- 
thermore, it was disclosed that rela- 
tively small purchases of gold had been 
actually made by the government agen- 
ey, and the attractiveness of pro- 
ducers’ shares appeared to have 
waned a bit. 

Wheat lost in the neighborhood of 
1 1-2 to 2 cents, cotton broke a dol- 
lar or more a bale and silver futures 
quotations experienced a sharp con- 
traction.

Farm equipment, electrical 
equipment and some railroad equip- 
ment stocks spurted because it is 
known that Russia will be in the mar- 
ket for such equipment. 

TRADERS HOPEFUL. 

Traders were hopeful that recogni- 
tion would serve as the stimulus to 
pull the stock market out of its con- 
fusing ruck and to detract the public 
mind, somewhat, from strange gyra- 
tions of foreign exchange markets. 
Many tonight expressed the belief 
this would be the case and that a rise 
could be expected tomorrow. 

But certainly teday’s market and 
today’s foreign exchange trading did 
nothing to relieve the confusion. The 
dollar lost strength in the morning 
and then came back sharply in the 
afternoon. Commodities all — lost
